The final vote on the bill in the 
house was 111 to 43. Affirmative 
vote of 104 was required to pass it. 

During the course of the morning 
debate, Representative Rowe, of Rich- 
mond, asked the speaker for a ruling 
on the length of time that the special 
session could properly remain in ses- 
sion. Speaker Neill ruled that, un- 
der the constitution, the session would 
automatically end at thee onclusion 
of the 50th day, the constitution mak- 
ing no distinction between regular 
and special sessions in its limitation 
to 50 days. 

Support From Penalties. 

The Ennis bill, passed by the house, 
and approved by the senate finance 
cummitte, provides for the creation of 
a state revenue department, for the 
collection of delinquent special ana 
occupational taxes. It provides for 
a commissioner of revenues at a sal- 
ary of $4,000 per year, and six spe- 
cial field agents at salaries of $2,400 
per year. All expenses for the depart- 
ment must come from penalties as- 
sessed against delinquent taxpayers. 

Representing Ennis, author of the 
bill, estimates that at least $2,000,- 
000 per year in delinquent taxes can 
be collected by such a department. 

Committees Replaced. 

Unable to agree on disputed amend- 
ments to the Lankford income tax 
bill, the first conference committees 
representing both houses after con- 
sideration of the provisions for more 
than two hours, reported back to 
their respective bodies and asked to be 
relieved. 

This was promptly granted by both 
houses’ presiding officers, and new 
conference committees appointed. 
President Carswell named on the new 
committee Senators King, Hodges and 
Lankford, the last named author of 
the bill in question, while Speaker 
Neill chose Representatives W. . 
Jones, of Meriwether; Mann, of 
Glenn, and Aubrey, of Bartow. 

The first conference committee was 
composed of three, Senators Smith, of 
the senate. and Representative Ellis, 
of Tift; Harris, of Jefferson, and 
Covington, of Colquitt. In naming his 
second committee, Speaker Neill first 
appointed Representative Culpepper, 
but when he was informed that the 
latter had left the city, asked unani- 
mous consent to change the appoint- 
ment of Representative Culpepper to 
Representative Aubrey. Objection was 
voiced by Representative Daniel, of 
Troup, who later arose and withdrew 
his objection, stating that he had rais- 
ed it through misapprehension. 

Representative New, of Laurens, im- 
mediately jumped to his feet and in- 
terposed objections to unanimous con- 
sent. He was followed by Representa- 
tive Knight, of Berrien, who made a 
motion that the house vote to grant 
the speaker authority to change his 
appointments. This motion was over- 
whelmingly adopted. 

First Meeting Today. 

A meeting of the new conference 
committee will be held the first thing 
this morning, and efforts will be 
made to reach a compromise upon the 
disputed amendments to the Lankford 
bill. 
Voting 9 to 6 on a favorable re- 
port on the Ennis bill providing for 
creation of a new system of collecting 
delinquent taxes, the senate finance 
committee, immediately after ad- 
journment of the morning session, 
transmitted its action back to the 
senate at the afternoon session which 
convened at 3 o’clock. Final roading 
and passage of the measure will,come 
up: in the upper house Friday morn- 
ing. The house has already passed this 
measure. 

The Pace bill provides for the cre- 
ation of a department of audits and 
accounts, which will supervise all ex- 
penditures of state funds and conduct 
semi-annual audits of the various state 
departments. It further provides for 
the appointment of a state auditor to 
receive an annual galary of $4,000; 
one chief examiner at $2,400; one as- 
sistant examiner at $2,400 and such 
clerks or stenographers as in the 
opinion of the state auditor might be 
necessary. 

As originally adopted by the senate 
the bill provided that the state au- 
ditor’s salary be $5,000 and the chief 
examiner and his assistant be paid 
$3,000 per annum. This was. amended 
to the reduced salary figures by the 
house and later received concurrence 
of the senate.

‘Hear York Plan 
For School Tax 


Suggestions as to how money might 
be secured to operate Atlanta schools 
by a special tax program were made 
by Councilman York, in an address 
Wednesday night before the Parent- 
Teacher association of Luckie Street 
school. He suggested that the city 
tax be reduced to $1 per $100 and 
a school tax be levied not exceeding 
SO cents per $100, the measure to be 
voted on by the people. 

Mr. York pore figures on an esti- 
mate of $350,000,000 taxable values 
at the rate of 8 mills, which, he said, 
would give the schools $2,800,000. He 
said this amount, plus the $230,000 
state school fund and $20,000, non- 
resident tuition fees, would make a 
total of $3,050,000, which would be 
ample to run the schools and purchase 
text books for two grades each year.

Washington, December 5.—A num- 
ber of prominent oil companies were 
requested to bid on a lease on the 
Teapot Dome naval oil reserve at the 
same time that a proposal was soaght 
from the Simelair interests, Dr. H. 
Foster Lain, director of the bureau 
of mines, testified today before the 
senate public lands committee. He 
declined, however, to give the names 
of the companies which were invited 
to bid. 

“I understand that Secretary Fall 
declined to give this information when 
he was on the stand,” Dr. Bain said. 
“And I would prefer not to answer 
since the information I have is his.” 

Senator Walsh, democrat, Mon- 
tana, insisted on knowing whether the 
Gulf, Union and Texas Oil companies 
were in the list, and Dr. Bain replied 
that he persepally had asked the 
Union Oil company. — : 

rurchase by the Cinclair company 
of a number of claims in the reserve 
held by private individuals against the 
government for $1,000,000 was taken 
up by Senator Walsh. : 

“Tyon’t- you think that price exces- 
sive ?” : 

“T have never fived an estimate of 
their value,” said Dr. Bain, “but the 
Sinclair company was forced to con- 
sider their issuance value as well as 
their equity. This iss hown by the 
suit the lessor now is defending 
against the Mutual Oil company.” 

Dr. Bain had testified the govern- 
ment received about $1,400,000 more 
from its royalty oil under the lease 
than would have come from prevailing 
prices in the field. Senator Walsh 
brought out that bonuses paid for 
separate leases of government lands 
in the Salt Creek field had amounted 
to $1,300,000 and the royalties aver- 
aged 28.76 per cent as compared with 
16 1-2 per cent from the Sinclair lease. 


The witness said the experts of the 
bureau were convinced of the danger 
of the Teapot Dome reserve being 
drained into the privately owned wells 
in the Salt Creek field. 

Dr. Bain declared the Sinclair lease 
was “far more advantageous to the 
government than any other proposal 
received and immeasurably superior 
to any we could now get.” 

“Why better than you could now 
get?’ asked Senator Lenroot, repub- 
lican, Wisconsin. 

“Because of the great decrease in 
the amount of oil indicated to be in 
the reserve.” 

Asked by Senator Walsh the reason 
for leasing in December 1922, of all 
of reserve number one to the Doheny 
interests, the witness replied: 

“Drainage, the belief that reduced 
gas pressure would reduce produc- 
tion and expansion by the navy of its 
storage program.” 

The last statement, he said, was 
the largest. 

Dr. Bain said he had just received 
an official report showing the daily 
production of the Salt Creek field to 
have decreased from 175,000 barrels 
in August, 1923, to .135,000 barrels 
at present. 

Chairman Smoot put in the record a 
prepared anaylsis of operations on the 
New York stock exchange between 


January and May, 1922, which, he' 


said, showed that all oil issnes ad- 


' vanced in that period both in gross 


sales and in price.

tracks north of Chickasabogue bridge. 
Layfield was arraigned on the murder 
charge this morning before the re- 
corder, held without bail and the pre- 
liminary hearing set for Friday, De- 
cember 7. He has been held in pris- 
on for two weeks, since the disap- 
pearance of the Brantley boy. 

The county coroner, who conducted 
the post-mortem on. the body after 
it was found in the river marsh, said 
the death of the Brantley boy was 
due to gunshot wounds in the head, 
eight in number. Brantley, who had 
been in Mobile six weeks, disappear- 
ed Saturday, November 24. When 
Brantley failed to appear Saturday 
afternoon, November 24, his sister, 
Mrs. Morgan, began an investigation. 
Relatives learned that young Brant- 
ley had been paid the sum of $13.50 
at the plant Saturday at noon and 
that he met a boy to go on a duck 
hunt. 

On the third day, when Brantley 
failed to appear, the arresf of Layfield

The Mississippi Valley association 
recently concluded a most important 
convention at Memphis, at which it 
agreed to get vigorously behind a 
$60,000,000 river and harbor pro- 
gram for 1924. “The Mississippi 
and Ohio rivers, and all of the wa- 
terways along the south Atlantic sea- 
board,” are included, it is said. The 
proposed schedule is not yet avail- 
able, so that remains to be seen.

For several years there has been 
just enough maintenance work to 
keep the larger navigable waters 
open, but no new projects and no 
further development of scores of in- 
completed projects that were un-

legislation must be general and not 
sectional in its character. 

It is well known that in the past 
the great inland waterways of the 
southeast have been almost entirely 
neglected, while billions of dollars 
have been spent in other sections 
on projects of less merit. 

Just enough investments have 
been made in south Atlantic harbor 
improvements, for instance, to keep 
the situation from becoming a na- 
tional scandal. 

Take the great St. Lawrence canal, 
for which a great organization is 
maintained, including systematic 
propaganda departments. It has its 
merits; but there is no canal proj- 
ect in America that means so much 
to all of the producing states east 
of the Rocky Mountains as the pro- 
posed St. Marys-St. Marks canal, 
which would bring a navigable out- 
let of the Mississippi river to the 
Atlantic at Cumberland sound. 

It is a project of international 
importance for it would revolution- 


cotton. Let that be in the program, 
certainly for a substantial beginning. 

Take the Altamaha river system. 

The people of the southeast will 
never agree to a waterway program 
that does not include making navi- 
gable these rivers that reach, with 
their tributaries, into the very heart 
of the agricultural southeast. 
We want waterway developments, 
but we want them fair to the south. 
It is time to begin. But southern 
members of congress should watch 
any attempt to concentrate upon the 
Mississippi and Ohio, or any other 
section, at the expense of other 
projects of the greatest merit plead- 
ing for development. 

The programs of reconstruction 
in every nation that was in the 
world war, even Germany, include 
as one of the paramount undertak- 
ings the development of new water- 
ways. 

England is building large canals 
in India, costing seven million 
pounds, and Germany is building a 
canal to connect the Rhine with the 
Danube and the Black Sea. France 
and even Russia are beginning tre- 
mendous water transportation devel- 
opments. 

Surely America, more able than 
any of the nations to go ahead with 
the work, will not allow the “pork 
barrel’ clap-trap of a few politicians 
to stand in the way of so great an 
economic necessity as providing 
more adequate water transportation; 
provided the program is a fair and 
just one.

The 
rank and file are just, and also they have 
sense enough to know that the rich can 
take care of themselves, and that unfair tax 
laws cause us borrowers to suffer, not the 
lenders. I don't believe Georgia will ever 
ratify a graduated income tax amendment, 

In framing the federal tax laws, to placate 
the large foreign element in some sections 
of the country, probably it was thonght ex- 
pedient to tax the rich man out of produc- 
tive enterprise, and force his money into tax 
free securities, but there is no such con- 
dition fn Georgia. 

No posted man can doubt that a straight 
federal tax of four per cent on incomes 
would bring in more money to the govern- 
ment, and free hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars out of tax exempt securities into loans 
and industrial activity: 

The iniquities of the federal tax are not 


in the administration, but in the enactment 


of that tax. From a very intimate know!- 
edge of the administration of the income 
tax laws, resulting from my work in that 
line and frequent conferences in Washing- 
ton, I Know the greatest effort is made 
to administer those laws fairly, and with a 
minimum of hardship. True, occasionally 
some new revenue man is a misfit, as will 
happen in any big organization employing 
many men, but such men don’t stay in the 
service long. All the entanglements and 
hardships so much complained of are in the 
statutes themselves, which the treasury de- 
partment is bound to follow until congress 
makes different provision, 

Another word on note taxation being 
double taxation: If I buy a farm and give 
for it my note, there is no more property 
in existence really, but if notes, which are 
merely the representative of value, are 
taxed, then there is twice as much taxable 
value as there was ten minutes before the 
tranraction. 

Again, if the bank lends a thousand dol- 
lars deposit money to a farmer, and the 
farmer lets his five tenants have it, two 
hundred dollars each, then, according to 
bolshevik reasoning, the money is to be 
taxed in the bands of the tenants, the 
tenants’ notes to the farmer are taxed 
against him, his note to the bank is taxed 
against the bank, and the thousand déllars 
is again taxed against the depositor. This is 
not an extreme case, but just such ag hap- 
pens here, and probebly throughout the siate 
every year. We ought to be brave enough 
to enact into law that notes and accounts, 
representatives of property, are not 
property—at any rate whatever.

KILL OR CURE. 

According to a recent story the big 
chief of one of our industrial corpora- 
tions has a contract with his physi- 
cian, by the terms of which he pays 
the physician an annually increasing 
retainer for keeping him well and 
makes deductions from the doctor's 
annual retainer for any time lost by 
illness. This is important, if true; .t 
naturally brings up again two assocl-

ated ideas. The first is the idea that 
they.do this very thing babitually in 
China, pay the docior a regular sti- 
pend ag long as he keeps em well, 
but dock the doctor when they fall ill. 

This idea, like a gooj] many otner 
occidental ideas about oriental life, is 
not true. I know because l’ve asked 
several laundrymen about it and they 
all laughed. No dcubt they'd like to 
hang some such arrangement on fhe 
doctors in China, but it isn’t done. 

The setond iden suggested by the 
trust magnate’s alleged -riental con 
tract with his doctor is that no such 
arrangement can ever become popular 
in America, because it would be not 
only inequitable but unethical. It 
would be unethical for the sume rea- 
son that it is unethical and disrepu- 
table for a doctor to “guarantee” to 
cure anything. An honest doctor sim- 
ply cannot guarantee to cure anything 
because the ways of Previdence are 
not under his control. 

And by the same token a doctor who 
is worth consulting at ell certairy 
would not accept any such terms a8 
the yarn tells us this big manufac- 
turer has hung on his ductor-—taxing 
the doctor for any illness which befal's 
the client. Is the doctor, then, willing 
to acknowledge that he is to blame fur 
any illness which does befall? It 
would be not only unefhical but just 
plain unwise for a doctor to enter 
such a deal. Remember the story of 
the shrewd Irishman who perstaded a 
doctor to attend his wite for a lump 
sum “kill or cure?’ When the woman 
died the man failed to pay the sum 
agreed upon. When the doctor sued, 
the man placed the doctor on the wit- 
ness stand and asked whether he was 
prepared to swear he sured the guod 
woman. Of course not.

Prospective candidates for positions 
of county school superintendents in 
Georgia must have 2 certificate of 
qualification from the state board of

“Have atl east three years practi-

“Have five years’ experience in ac- 
tual supervision of schools. (this 
means superintendent of a county or 
independent system @ schools), or, 

“Stand an approved examination be- 
fore the state board of education as 
to his qualification.” 

{n making application for certifi- 
cate, a prospective candidate should 
send evidence of the class under which 
he desires to qualify, Mr. Ballard said.
